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U. S. TREASURY OR COIN NOTES

The most popular paper money among collectors of U.S. currency 
at this time is the Treasury Notes, authorized by Congress as legal tender 
(lawful money) under act of July 14, 1890, and first issued during the 
autumn months of that year. This issue of our currency is commonly 
called Coin Notes because the promise to pay on the face of the notes 
is a definite obligation that payment will be made in metallic coin. The 
promise reads: “The United States of America will pay to bearer blank 
dollars in coin,'* The kind of coin is not specified, but could have been 
only gold coin, silver coin, or bronze coin — the three metals used by 
the Government at that time. The failure of the obligation on these 
notes to specify the metal of the in coin pledge was caused by the great 
controversy raging at the time on economic and political questions, 
having to do with the relative merits of gold and silver as money-metals. 
Free silverites and gold standard advocates were at each others’ throats 
during these times — for political objectives only. 

There are several reasons for the popularity of these Coin Notes 
with collectors. A large percentage of the amount issued was redeemed 
(people really did demand coin for this paper during the tight times of 
1890’s) hence these notes are all on the scarce side today. There was 
the smallest number of series, varieties, signatures, and seals of any 
other kind of U.S. currency: two series, 36 varieties (including the eight 
denominations), five signatures, and two seals. Then, the engraving of 
these notes, particularly the intricate lathe work on the reverses of the 
1890 series, are attractive, being considered by many as our most beau- 
tiful and spectacular paper issue. These factors — scarcity, few varieties, 
beauty — combine to make the Coin Notes much sought after by currency 
addicts. 

A type set of Treasury Notes, all denominations ($1 to $1000) is 
represented by eight notes, as the obverse or face of the different denom- 
inations does not change with the series. The reverse does change 
with the two series — making a total of fifteen reverses : seven for series 
1890, and eight for series 1891. (There is no $50 series 1890.) There are 
only two seals on the two series: large brown (spikes), and small red 
(scalloped). So, a collector can show every coin note issued with a maxi- 
mum of 36 pieces: six $l’s; six $2’s; seven $5’s; six $10’s; five $20’s; one 
$50; two $100’s; and three $1000’s - totaling 36. There has been men- 
tioned a $500 issue of the Coin Note, bearing the portrait of General 
Sherman on the obverse. The writer has never seen or heard of one, and 
the Treasury Department’s records do not show any notes of this denom- 
ination outstanding.

The series 1890 have ornate reverses of closely spaced lathe-line 
engravement. They are very beautiful, extended over three signatures, 
and were issued from (approximately) September, 1890 until November, 
1891. The ink was a brilliant grass-green and the design left little or no 
white of the paper showing. But the series 1891, with open-work reverses, 
show two-thirds of the note white. The change to the open, largely white 
reverses was made to cause the counterfeiters more trouble. The heavy, 
close weave of the 1890 reverses was not so difficult to counterfeit by 
photographic process, while the counterfeits of the open-white of the 
series of 1891 were more difficult to produce and easier to detect. The 
open-work reverses were issued from (approximately) November 1891 
to mid-year 1898. This series 1891 comes in four signatures — but none 
was issued by Rosecrans and Morgan, which signature combination lasted 
only eighteen days. 

Coin Notes have only two seals: the large brown with spikes, and 
the small red, scalloped seal. The brown seals appear on two signature 
combinations, and the red seals have five signature combinations. Only 
one set of signatures shows both seals: Rosecrans and Nebeker. 

There are several Coin Notes which may be classed as rare, particu- 
larly in uncirculated state. Most dealers and cataloguers undervalue many 
of the Coin Notes. In our opinion the $50 denomination is the rarest. 
It was issued in only one series, one signature, one seal: series 1891, 
Rosecrans and Nebeker, and small red, scalloped seal. The Treasury 
Department’s figures say there are only twenty-three of these $50 notes 
outstanding today. It is safe to assume at least half of these twenty- 
three have been destroyed (by fire, say) or lost in one way or another. 
I have owned three and today can trace some seven others, making a 
total known to me of ten or eleven. I would class this note as excessively 
rare. 

The 1891, Bruce and Roberts, $20 denomination (unlisted by Ray- 
mond) is very rare. I have seen only two — but there must be more. 
Also, someone may locate a $20, 1891, Rosecrans and Nebeker, small 
red seal -unknown today. Then the $20, series 1890, Rosecrans and 
Nebeker, brown seal, is no easy one to find in acceptable condition. I have 
been looking for a long time and mine is only exceedingly fine. 

Because so many collectors are collecting type sets of all United 
States currency. Coin Notes of $1 and $2 are becoming scarce — especially 
the 1890’s in uncirculated condition. They bring high prices at auction. 

Not too many collectors put aside $100 bills. But there is a lively 
demand for the 1890 Coin Note, $100 denomination. It comes with only 
one set of signatures and the brown seal. Its ornate reverse displays the 
ciphers in the digits 100 as two big green watermelons — hence it is 
much in demand as the watermelon note! The writer has never seen 
the $1000 of this series (stopping his own collection at the $100 level). 
It probably shows three watermelons on the reverse. 
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With the Lyons and Roberts signatures there is only listed a $5 
denomination. We hope someday to come upon a $1 and a $2 maybe — 
perhaps a $10 and a $20. Well, we can dream, can’t we? 

All in all, the Treasury or Coin Note issue is a popular one, and 
deservedly so. There are not too many varieties, each series is of artistic 
and beautiful design, and many more collectors are getting interested in 
paper money every year. 

The position of the plate numbers on Coin Notes are uniform and 
present interesting points for the student. On the obverse of all Coin 
Notes of whatever denomination this small plate number is located to 
the right of and near the plate-position letter (A, B, C, or D) in the 
lower left-hand corner of the note. Two exceptions: the $50, where the 
plate number is to the left of the letter; and the $100, where plate num- 
ber is to the right of the letter, but in the upper right corner. Plate 
numbers for reverse plates are uniform : right-hand end for all denomina- 
tions of 1890 series ; left-hand end of all 1891 series. These reverse plate 
numbers are tiny and cleverly hidden in the design. A close search with a 
glass is necessary to reveal these numbers to the uninitiated. The en- 
gravers of that day evidently took delight in hiding the small digits in 
the intricate scroll work. 

Not too many are familiar with plate-position letters as used on the 
face of U.S. currency. Some dealers erroneously refer to them as check 
letters (checking what or whom, for goodness sake!). These letters, 
which appear twice (with a few exceptions) on the obverse side of every 
note, simply denote positions on the plate: A being top position, B being 
second position, C being third from top, and D being bottom position, 
where the plate carried the usual four notes. In more modern times 
when a greater volume of money was issued, the old four-note plates 
show the second four letters of the alphabet (E, F, G, H,) as plate-posi- 
tion letters. 

Since our small-sized, current notes come twelve from each plate 
instead of four, the plate-position letters today are twelve, A through L. 
But still they are plate-position letters, showing on which of the twelve 
plate positions any given note was printed. So, do not let any person 
tell you these are check letters. If they call them plate-position check 
letters, maybe O.K. — but plate-position letters seem sufficient to those 
in the least familiar with engraving procedure. 

The Coin Notes present sufficient variety in position of the portrait. 
On the $1, Stanton is on the left end. The $2 has McPherson staring at 
you from the note’s right end. General Thomas has a central position 
on the $5, and the same is true of the vignette of General Sheridan on 
the $10 note — center of the bill. John Marshall on the $20 note, goes 
back to the left end, while the central position is taken by William Se- 
ward on the very rare $50 note. On the $100 denomination Admiral 
Farragut shifts back to the right-hand end of the note. And George S. 
Meade, famous general in the Civil War period on the Union side, adorns 
the left-hand end of the $1000 Coin Note (not described or shown in this 
article). Thus the portraits occur at the left: $1, $20, and the $1000; at 
the right: $2 and $100; and in the center: $5, $10, and $50. 
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Obverse or face of the $1 Coin Note. Portrait is of Edwin S. Stanton, 
Secretary of War in President Lincoln’s Cabinet, 1862. The note above is of 
the first issued: series of 1890, Rosecrans and Huston, large brown seal (spikes). 
Other seal and signature combinations made up a total of six varieties of this 
denomination. It is printed in three colors. 






Reverse or back of the $1 Coin Note, series 1890. It is printed in brilliant 
green ink, and shows off the ornate lathe and scroll work to fine advantage.

The note above 
is of the first issued: series of 1890, Rosecrans and Huston, large brown seal 
(spikes). Other seals and signature combinations make up a total of seven 
varieties (a larger number than of any other denomination). It is printed in 
three colors. 



Reverse or back of the $5 Coin Note, series of 1890. Note the ornate lathe 
and scroll design, common to all the 1890 reverses. It is printed in vivid 
green ink. 



Reverse or back of the $5 Coin Note, series of 1891. Again is displayed the 
open-work design with plenty of white to show off the silk threads predomi- 
nantly. 
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Obverse or face of the $10 Coin Note. The portrait is of another famous 
Union General in the Civil War, Philip H. Sheridan, who had a brilliant career 
as an army officer, particularly during the last year of the war. The note above 
is of the first issued: series of 1890, Rosecrans and Huston, large brown seal 
(spikes). Other seals and signatures make six varieties of this denomination. 
It is printed in three colors. 



Reverse or back of the $10 Coin Note, series of 1890. Again there appears, 
printed in bright green ink, the elaborately designed scroll work, customary 
with all Coin Note reverses of the 1890 series. 



Reverse or back of the $10 Coin Note, series of 1891. Here again the design 
is of the open-work type to show off the safety threads in the paper. It is 
printed in green ink. 
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Obverse or face of the $20 Coin Note. John Marshall, the American jurist, 
adorns this note in contrast to the warriors, whose portraits appear on the 
lower denominations of the Coin Notes. The note above is of the first issued: 
series of 1890, Rosecrans and Huston, large brown seal (spikes). Other seal 
and signature combinations produce a total of five varieties — each printed in 
three colors. 



Reverse or back of the $20 Coin Note, series of 1890. Beautifully done, 
symmetrically perfect, the design makes this note stand out as an engraver’s 
dream. The word twenty seems to have been borrowed from the letter-design, 
reverse of the Confederate $20 of 1864. 



Reverse or back of the $20 Coin Note, series of 1891. As usual with the 
1891 back on all denominations, there is plenty of white here and still a lot of 
intricate lathe work. It is printed in bright green ink. 
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Obverse or face of the $50 Coin Note — the rarest of all denominations. It 
is series of 1891, Rosecrans and Nebeker, small red seal (scalloped). There is 
no other seal or series or sigfnature in this denomination. The Treasury's 
records show only 23 of these notes unredeemed at this time — hence its great 
rarity. The portrait is that of the American statesman, William H. Seward. 
It is printed in three colors. 



Reverse or back of the $50 Coin Note. A larger percentage of white space 
is noticeable in the reverse design here. This back would be very difficult for 
the counterfeiter. 



Obverse or face of the $100 Coin Note, commonly referred to as the Far- 
ragut watermelon note, because of the reverse. The above note is of the first 
issue: series of 1890, Rosecrans and Huston, large brown seal (spikes). There

is only one other $100 Coin Note variety: series of 1891, Rosecrans and Nebeker, 
small red seal, (scalloped). The portrait is of an admiral of the Civil War 
period, David G. Farragut, whose forces occupied New Orleans in 1862. It is 
printed in three colors. 



Reverse or hack of the $100 Coin Note, series of 1890. Printed in vivid 
green, the two ciphers do resemble watermelons — hence the name watermelon 
note. This is probably the most spectacular of the 1890 reverses — all of which 
are striking. 



Above is shown the two seals and the two series designations which appear 
on the Coin Notes. To the left is the small seal, and to the right is the large 
seal; red ink on the small and brown ink on the large; the smaller has scallops, 
the larger has spikes — hence small red (scallops) and large brown (spikes) to 
describe the seals. Underneath the serial number (upper right corner of note) 
is series of 1891, and series of 1890. In other denominations, this series line 
and the seals also appear on the right end of the note. 


A PLEA FOR AMERICAN TOKEN COLLECTING

Tokens portray national, local, political, commercial and personal 
history. They record many of the quaint slogans and political sayings 
of the times; they often bear the portraits of noted men and women, or 
advertise the various classes of goods handled by the American mer- 
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chant. On them we observe the foibles and fashions of the time, and 
their workmanship furnishes us with a fair guide to the artistic taste 
of the day. On them we note many references to the panaceas and 
nostrums for all ills, speculative schemes, lotteries, articles of doubtful 
utility — anything which could be invented to prey upon the imaginations 
of a class which are always on the lookout for a chance to get rich quick. 
Practically all of these cure-alls have passed into oblivion, so that now- 
adays as we read the inscriptions, the claims set forth in regard to them 
only cause us to smile, while their persevering originators are long since 
dead and buried. Through the business addresses advertised we see how 
localities have changed through the years ; how sections which once 
contained groceries, hardware stores, and saloons now house kings of 
finance in luxurious offices. The tall old four-story brown-stone resi- 
dences in old Chelsea, New York City, with their long, dark, cobwebbed 
and not overly sweet-smelling halls, and creaking staircases; with their 
large, high-ceilinged rooms, large glass chandeliers, and marble mantel- 
pieces, were once the homes of the proudly rich. There the social pomp 
and gayety held its sway unchecked. There once echoed the voices of a 
Jenny Lind and a Patti; there the Italian virtuoso sang his fervid notes. 
Old Chelsea, Bleecker Street, Astor Place, Prince Street, are different 
today. They have become rickety and neglected, and are now the haunts 
of people of humble means and of more simple tastes. 

There is record of a very early American piece, called the Gloucester 
token, bearing a date, 1714. The device is a large mullet voided at center 
and points, with legend RIC. DAWSON. ANNO. DOM. 1714. Reverse, a 
house, and GLOUCESTER CO. VIRGINIA. In exergue the Roman 
numerals, XII. This was struck in brass, and may have been made in 
England. 

The Higley tokens are well known to you, and are regarded by 
collectors as coins. Crosby calls the Chalmers pieces tokens. The Mott 
tokens, by Messrs. Mott of this city, are among the earliest, and are 
generally regarded the first, of the tradesmen’s tokens issued for use in 
this country. These tokens you are all familiar with, and show as 
principal devices a clock and eagle. The Talbot, Allum & Lee pieces 
were copied after the English tokens of the period and bear the figure of 
Liberty and a ship. These were made in England. They bear two dates, 

1794 and 1795. Crosby states that of the 1794 there are four obverse 
and two reverse dies, the rarest variety being the one with the large 

in both legends ; one variety has a large in the legend on the obverse 
only; both of the other obverses have a small in legend. Of the 

1795 Crosby mentions but one pair of dies. These tokens were muled 
half a dozen times, but usually are not mentioned in American works 
on Continental coins and tokens. Most of these early tokens were 
accepted for small change. The merchant’s card idea emanated from 
England. The well-known Talbot, Allum & Lee and Mott issues were 
the American predecessors of a perfect fiood of tokens. 

The early American churches followed the European custom by 
issuing communion tokens, chiefiy of pewter. I recently came across 
one of the Associate Church, New York, dated 1799. This token was 
oval in shape. At this time the Canadian churches were already issuing 
similar tokens. The Park Theatre, the Parthenon, at New York issued 
tokens among the earliest. 
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The Grand Canal token of Tredwell, Kissam & Company appeared 
in 1823. Of this piece there are three or four varieties. The reverse 
bears an eagle. Soon after the noted Wolfe, Spies and Clark, and Wolfe, 
Clark and Spies pieces appeared with the heads of Washington, Jackson 
and George IV. The latter have always been rare and highly prized by 
collectors, and brought more at sale over fifty years ago than they have 
recently. In 1834 appeared the tokens of the size of the large United 
States cent, known as the Jackson or Hard Times tokens, owing to the 
agitation against the United States Bank, and the suspension of specie 
payments. Millions of these pieces, satirical or commercial, came out, 
and were readily accepted in small change. Taking advantage of this 
condition of things, hundreds of the early merchants commenced to 
issue tokens bearing their advertisements, often muled with political or 
satirical obverses, figures of Lafayette, etc. United States coin types 
were partially imitated, especially the eagle and the figure of Liberty. 
The government officials later got after the makers of some of these and 
Dr. Feuchtwanger, I learn, narrowly escaped a jail sentence for his 
splendid examples of the token art. 

Mr. Low has treated the Hard Times Tokens capably, and it is 
not my intention to go into great detail as to them. But I mean to make 
reference to a few which are for special reasons of more than usual 
interest. The Phalon card, bearing a pair of scissors, recalls an interest- 
ing character of the times. Mr. Phalon was for many years in the hair- 
cutting business, and if the wording of his tokens were any indication 
of his merit his reputation must have been “splendid.” We learn that 
from 1834 to 1860 he changed his address no less than eleven times. 
The year 1842 found him on Broadway, opposite St. Paul’s Church, 
where his “Amazon Toupes” were advertised. For this and his “Wigs & 
Scalps” the American Institute awarded him a silver medal in 1841 and 
the first prize in 1842. His “Chemical Hair Vigorator” was extensively 
advertised at 68 Broadway. Later he occupied an elaborate shop at the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, where his prices were top-notch. His “Night Bloom- 
ing Cereus” was a great success, and shortly after its appearance he 
retired. Mr. Low interviewed him in 1886, but he remembered very 
little about his tokens. 

The Jackson tokens bearing the letter H were the work of Edward 
Hulseman. He was a “card engraver at 80 Nassau Street, between 1837 
and 1841.” It is of interest to read that H. M. & E. I. Richards, of 
Attleboro, Mass., sold their tokens by the keg-full to their customers 
for from 60 to 75 cents per hundred. Two die cutters of prominence in 
those days were Benjamin C. and Daniel True, of Troy. Benjamin C. 
was advertised as a “letter cutter, gun-smith, and die cutter.” Wright 
and Bale and Bale and Smith, were the most noted of the early die- 
sinkers. The firm was originated by Wright & Bale in 1829, in New 
York. Many of the Wright & Bale and Bale & Smith cards bore the 
heads of Washington or Franklin, and all are now rare, that of Hender- 
son & Lossing of Poughkeepsie being exceptionally so. A year or so 
ago a citizen of Poughkeepsie showed me a holed example of this token. 
He claimed to have the full history of its issue, and said that only 
sixteen specimens were struck before the die broke and was cast aside. 

I have seen the Bale obverse with Franklin’s head muled with the 
Whitney One Cent token of 1869, and the A. G. Taylor druggist card. 
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Of the last two I have never seen duplicates, but others here may have. 
I also have seen this Franklin obverse muled with the small Key Lincoln 
token, struck in bronze. 

Wright & Bale made some of the early transportation tokens and 
a “Ships, Colonies and Commerce” penny. Besides these this firm 
designed all classes of medals. 

C. C. Wright is regarded by some as the most noted medal artist 
of his day. I once possessed the dies for his great medal bearing Wash- 
ington and the signing scene on reverse. I received them from his 
granddaughter, a lady residing in Montclair, N. J. 

Benedict & Burnham, another old American firm, located at 
Waterbury, engraved their own tokens. J. Gibbs, of Belleville, N. J., 
also was a well-known character, and one of the best die-sinkers of the 
Jackson period. Gibbs was born in England, and so was his partner, 
Mr. Stevens. Curiously enough Gibbs at one time ran a line of stage- 
coaches from Belleville to Newark, and also to New York. Belleville 
is a little place three miles from Newark. This Belleville establishment 
did a considerable die-cutting business, and doubtless engraved some of 
the Boquet Sou tokens which appeared in such large numbers in Canada. 
William Gibbs issued a token, now quite rare, which bore a bouquet 
and a steer. At the same time this same Gibbs cultivated a large fiower 
and vegetable garden on what is now Fifth Avenue and Seventy-first 
Street. Another die cutter of the period was James G. Moffet. Mr. Low 
states that Moffet engraved the Maycock, Crossman, and other Hard 
Times tokens. Dr. Feuchtwanger was in business from 1831 to 1837 at 
377 Broadway, but he afterwards moved several times. He was the 
inventor of an alloyed metal, familiar to all of you, resembling German 
silver, which he tried to induce the United States Government to adopt 
for a minor coinage. He was a druggist and chemist, and besides adver- 
tised himself as dealing in “rare minerals, preserved reptiles, gems,” 
etc. He must have been an interesting character. His descendants are 
still in business in this city. 

While the work of the American die-cutters seldom equalled the 
best English workmanship, such as that of Boulton & Watt, still the 
Wright & Bale and Bale & Smith firm did splendid work. Some of the 
Jackson tokens were very well done. The best designs and workmanship 
were seen between 1825 and 1849. Commencing about the year 1850 the 
custom of issuing trade tokens was very general. As to the quantity 
of issue, the smallest number were made between 1789 and 1830, while 
those between 1796 and 1820 must be very rare, as I have scarcely ever 
seen one bearing any of the intervening dates. 

After 1822 the issue gradually increased until in 1834, when an 
enormous number appeared all over the country. The greatest issue was 
between 1837 and 1860. The discontinuance of the large cents and the 
half cents in 1857 seems to have somewhat discouraged their issue, for 
we see few of large cent size struck after 1860. This would help to 
indicate that many of these large tokens were accepted in small change. 
When the Civil War tokens appeared the issue of the larger sort of 
tokens practically ceased. 

The early tokens ranged from about the size of a half cent to the 
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size of the large United States cent. There are a few exceptions where 
the token was of the large English penny size, but we have two in the 
rare cards of Thomson & Company of Buffalo. These bore an anvil and 
a kettle. This firm of cutlery dealers issued their tokens between the 
years 1840 and 1845. One is larger than the other, but both are 
unusually large and well designed. 

While the United States merchants issued very few tokens between 
1800 and 1820, the Canadians had been accepting great numbers of the 
so-called ‘‘doubtfuls” and private cards of the farthing, half and penny 
size. About this time the regular coinage of Nova Scotia appeared. 

As to the design of the tokens prior to the Civil War, the commercial 
types prevailed, illustrating the various classes of merchandise. Some 
of the merchants combined the political sayings with their own adver- 
tisements; this was especially true of the 1837 period. In importance 
I should place the types and inscriptions about as follows: First, the 
political; second, the commercial; third, the historical; fourth, the 
anonymous, and, fifth, the purely personal. 

As to the distribution of issue: Of those prior to the Civil War the 
greatest number likely was issued in New York City, with Philadelphia 
coming next and Boston third. When it comes to the Civil War tokens, 
I am surprised to note that Cincinnati issued fully as many as New 
York City. Detroit likely issued the third largest number. 

Of the earlier political tokens largest numbers of them were struck 
to Jackson, Van Buren, Harrison and Clay. Many of these are still quite 
common and to be had for a few cents a piece, yet quite a number are 
rare, some of them exceedingly so. The variety is such as to offer the 
most attractive inducement to collectors. 

It must have been interesting in the early 30s, 40s, and 50s to see 
the numerous old stage-coaches and conveyances going through our 
streets. 

The transportation lines in the large cities such as New York, 
Philadelphia, and Boston issued tokens or checks of their own. The 
New York series is interesting, and includes some which I will describe. 
There was the Chelsea Line, Kipp, Brown & Co., in pewter, reading 
“Transfer Ticket.” There was the Telegraph Line of Tyson & Co., of 
which there are several varieties. I note several varieties of the Third 
Avenue Railroad. One shows an old streetcar, the reverse reading 
“Yorkville.” This came in pewter. Another was labeled “Transfer 
Ticket,” and showed an omnibus, and read “Harlem.” Another of the 
Third Avenue Railroad had an omnibus and read “Yorkville.” There 
was a Sixth Avenue Line of Marshalls & Townsend, also in pewter. Mr. 
Boyd has a good collection of these old tickets, all of which belong to 
the 1837 period excepting the Tyson Line, which was only a few years 
later, probably about 1845. These old stage-coaches are shown on the 
rare early prints of New York, called “The Broadway Stages.” This 
determines the year of issue. 

An interesting one was the octagonal piece in Feuchtwanger metal, 
of the New York and Harlem Railroad Company, made by Bale & Smith. 
There are two varieties, one with a punch-mark, another without it. 
Bale & Smith on this token have advertised themselves well by putting 
their initials in very large letters. 
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I have seen quite a number of early Philadelphia transportation 
checks also. The Roxbury coaches I learn were those which ran through 
Washington Street, Boston. These were long omnibuses, holding eighteen 
to twenty persons, and were drawn by four horses. 

One could draw a curious token picture of the life of an old New 
Yorker. Let us take a man whom we will call E. Smith, born in good 
circumstances, and living at the corner of Fifth Avenue and Eighth 
Street. When he was little his parents took him to Franklin & Co., 
Union Square, where he was fitted out in infant’s clothing. His antiques 
he bought from John K. Curtis at 83 Bleecker Street. As he grew to 
manhood he bought his furnishings from Leighton, the shirt maker; his 
pencil cases from Maycock; his boots from Deveau & Anderson. He 
patronized either the Congress Hall or United States Hotels. The old 
omnibuses took him to lower Broadway to Barnum’s Museum, one of 
the greatest and most exciting attractions of the times, a place which 
advertised ‘‘500,000 curiosities, including birds, beasts, insects, fossils, 
minerals, marine specimens, Indian implements, suits of armour, stat- 
uary, coins, medals, choice paintings, rare engravings, aerial gardens, 
lecture room in which rich, diversified and talented entertainments 
were given, unsurpassed in the world, admission to the whole only 25 
cents.” After he was sated with these wonders he sauntered further 
down Broadway to Phalon’s hair-cutting parlor de luxe. What the 
scissors did not remove of hair, the famous “Chemical Hair Vigorator” 
did. At Smith’s establishment his namesake repaired his watch. Having 
the instincts of the true collector, he dropped in at Dr. Feuchtwanger’s 
at 2 Cortland Street, and bought himself a stuffed snake, to remind 
himself of the fate of hard drinkers. At Sage’s he procured a few choice 
and rare coins and tokens. After his marriage he and his wife posed 
for a photograph at Root’s or Lyon’s establishments. Mrs. Smith bought 
her starch, powder, and soap from Professor Johnson. Lord & Taylor 
furnished the good wife her clothing; the umbrellas were bought from 
Crossman & Richardson; when his teeth ached Dr. J. Smith Dodge got 
his turnkey to work. Alas for Smith! He used to do his drinking at the 
soda fountains of Brimelow, and at Prescott’s, at 11 Wall Street, but 
as his thirst increased he moved up and patronized Lindenmueller’s, 
Schultz’s, Steinfeld’s, Bailey’s, Bendinger’s, and the Atlantic Garden, 
where stronger refreshments were to be obtained. One evening on 
returning from the Crystal Palace, where he had seen “West’s celebrated 
performing dogs,” he slipped on the icy pavement, breaking a leg. Dr. 
Hewett, the bone-setter, was called and performed his work satisfac- 
torily. He varied his tastes for drink with playing the lottery game at 
Pyfer’s; but as the passion for gaming increased he visited Hart’s and 
secured his packs of cards. So that name and fortune were soon lost. 
Then he fell ill with a fever. Even the wonderful remedies of Dr. 
Bennett, which had “cured thousands,” failed to relieve him, and he 
came to a sad and untimely end, this poor Mr. E. Smith, and finally fell 
into the greedy clutches of Carl Diehm, the bewhiskered undertaker. 

To those who have an eye to the financial side of collecting, it is 
not necessary to say that if the interest in token collecting can be 
awakened, prices for them will boom. Some years before Mr. Low’s 
work came out, unique running donkey, wrecked ships, and Jackson 
in treasure chests sold in silver for less than $10 each. Low No. I’s and 
7’s, the Whig victory, were selling for 500 to $2.50. 
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The worst draw-back at present to token collecting is the almost 
entire lack of printed matter on the subject. As I outlined in my paper 
last evening before The American Numismatic Society, this matter of 
publication is of first importance. 

At present there is a bad need for works on the following subjects: 

The Medals and Tokens of Benjamin Franklin. 

The Medals and Tokens of Lafayette. 

The Medals and Tokens of Andrew Jackson. 

The Medals and Tokens of Martin Van Buren. 

The Medals and Tokens of Henry Clay. 

The Temperance Medals. 

The Merchants' Cards issued between 1789 and 1860. 

The Civil War Tokens of New York. 

The Civil War Tokens of Cincinnati. 

A general work on Civil War Tokens and Merchants’ Cards of the 
same size and period issued outside of New York and Cincinnati. 

The Merchants’ Tokens and Cards of Baltimore, Md. 

Dramatic and Musical Medals. 

Of Medals and Tokens to Andrew Jackson, I should say close to 
150 varieties are available. 

As regards the dealer’s position in this matter of publication, I need 
only reiterate what I said about him last night. He has always been 
the greatest sort of a help to numismatics, and he is not nearly as com- 
mercial in instincts as some people are willing to believe. His familiarity 
with many thousands of the various tokens, his practicability, and his 
suggestions are equally valuable to any numismatic society. I predict 
that when numismatic societies have no further use for them they will 
become as dead as the average historical society, and that is about as 
dead as Rameses the Great. Also it must not be forgotten that some of 
the very finest and largest collections of tokens are now in the hands of 
dealers, who refuse absolutely to sell, simply because they have a 
sentimental interest in them which is above money considerations. No 
attempt at publication can be made or carried to a successful finish 
without the help of the much-abused coin dealers. 

The Franklin medals are interesting historically, and have been 
issued at rather rare intervals during and since the Revolutionary war. 
Excepting only George Washington, Franklin was surely the most noted 
American of his time; thus his medals at once command an interest. 

Lafayette was another character who has always been very dear to 
the people of America. He was a man who at his own expense fitted out 
ships and brought them together with an efficient suite of officers and 
many soldiers and sailors to assist us during the Revolution. The series 
of Lafayette medals is somewhat extensive, although, unfortunately for 
the compiler of a book on his medals and tokens, most of them were 
issued in Europe, and hence it is on this account somewhat difficult to 
obtain a large number of varieties. 

The subject of the merchants’ tokens between say 1789 and 1860 is 
so large that it might be subdivided into several, possibly three, periods. 
I regard this as a rather difficult subject for any writer to attempt. 

It should be possible for some one to write a fair-sized work on the 
dramatic and musical medals and tokens, especially the former. Of 
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these some of the more interesting are the Forrest and Jenny Lind 
medals, of which there are a considerable number of varieties. 

Andrew Jackson always has been a great national character, and 
one of our greatest men. His accomplishment at New Orleans in defeat- 
ing an army composed of Packenham’s victors at Waterloo was alone 
sufficient to bring him fame. His political influence has always been 
great. Among the interesting early tokens was the series with small 
head front face, with Andrew Jackson’s name. The reverses read 'The 
Nation’s Pride,” “The Nation’s Good.” These are not common, and some 
day will be valued. There are several varieties of each reverse, including 
different number of berries in the wreaths. These come in silver, but 
are excessively rare. Another bears a bust to right, with reverse reading, 
“The Gallant and Successful Defender of New Orleans,” etc., in white 
metal. Another, with a bust to right, reads, “The Hero of New Orleans,” 
and comes in white metal. Another bore a civilian bust to left and name 
as president, 1829. The reverse a defiant eagle to left, holding three 
arrows, surrounded by stars. This one is exceedingly rare. An extremely 
rare Jackson is one with his bust to right. The reverse shows a view 
of the Battle of New Orleans, and is struck in tin. I note one of great 
rarity showing Jackson mounted, the reverse with ah eagle, “The advo- 
cate of the American System,” struck in white metal. This piece sold 
for $13 in 1863, which will give you some idea of the appreciation of 
these tokens in former times. Another one, supposed to be unique, was 
sold in the McCoy sale, and said to have been engraved by Wright, had 
a military bust to right. The reverse reads “Old Hickory the Hero of 
New Orleans, for President of the U. S. 1828,” struck in tin. There 
are many others. 

The entry of William H. Harrison into politics and his campaign 
for the Presidency in 1840 seems to have attracted nation-wide attention. 
I learn that it was during his great campaign that torchlight processions 
were first seen and that there were many processions miles long. The 
commonest of the tokens usually bear his bust, and names of birth, the 
reverse having some reference to Tippecanoe, and the types are usually 
a log cabin, a barrel of hard cider, a raccoon skin, plow and trees. Some 
of these are to be had for a few cents apiece, while others are quite rare. 
Among the interesting rarities I might refer to two in particular, one 
of which I have with me this evening. This token shows a log cabin, 
with nine soldiers standing to the left of it. The other token bears six 
soldiers on the reverse. Another rarity is one showing a log cabin and 
“To-Let. Possession given in 1841 — The Young Men’s Harrison Con- 
vention, 1840.” This sold for $11.50 in the McCoy sale, and comes in 
tin. An exceedingly rare one bore an equestrian figure, his name as 9th 
Prest. Rev. a view of the capitol of Washington, “Inauguration medal, 
March 4th, 1841,” the whole surrounded by grape-vines. This tin proof 
sold for $17.50. There were some rare little campaign badges with the 
log cabin shown under glass. President Smith has several of these with 
him tonight. A rarity is one with bust front face, the reverse showing 
Liberty feeding an eagle. The little log cabin tokens with his bust and 
giving date of birth, are known in silver, but are quite rare. 

Van Buren furnishes an interesting, although not an extensive 
series, referring chiefly to his candidacy. I note in the McCoy sale one 
of special rarity. Lot 864, with bust to left, in a wreath. Reverse has 
a safe, surrounded by emblems of plenty, agriculture, and commerce,

guarded by an eagle, standing on a shield, holding a scroll inscribed 
Independent Treasury, “The firm and fearless Advocate of Democracy/’ 
This was in tin, and Bushnell says but two were struck. It sold for $20. 
One had a bust to left, and “The Advocate of Equal rights.” The reverse 
bore the figure of a safe, an eagle, etc. “The people’s Money Safe bind 
Safe Find,” in white metal. Another rarity is the one with his bust to 
right, with reverse showing a man plowing, “The Principles of Pru- 
dence.” Another has a bust, the reverse showing a dog guarding a safe. 
Mr. Low has included this in his list, so its value to collectors is assured 
and it has already high auction records. The small token which usually 
comes in brass, with a small head and scales on the reverse is known in 
silver, and is quite rare. There are others of almost equal rarity and 
interest. Here is another: “Martin Van Buren,” bust to the left, by 
Smith, Van Buren’s name in heavy wreath. Rev. A defiant eagle after 
style on Feuchtwanger cent. “The country demands His Reelection. 
(Van Buren).” Pewter, and comes in a pasteboard circular box. Martin 
Van Buren, small bust to left, “Martin Van Buren Born Dec. 5, 1782.” 
Rev. a flag fluttering to right. “Democrats To The Poles & Victory Will 
Be Ours.” In brass, holed at top. In the McCoy sale one of these sold 
for $5.00. I have seen only one, but I learn there are one or two others 
in cpllections here. 

Henry Clay must have made a hard and plucky fight for the presi- 
dency, if the philosophic slogans and sayings on his tokens are to be 
believed. I know of none of the older politicians and statesmen who ran 
for the Presidency and lost it who was favored with so large and varied 
a series of medals and tokens. In glancing over old catalogues I note a 
few pieces of more than usual interest. There is one familiar to all of 
us, with the hideous head to left, the reverse showing a coast scene, 
factories, ships, etc., the reverse reading, “The wealth of the nation.” 
This formerly sold in silver for $9.50. Another of exceptional interest 
bore his head to left as the Ashland Farmer, while the reverse bore a 
raccoon seated in a tree, with the legend “The Same Old Coon O. K.” 
A tin proof of this brought $11.50 in Woodward’s sale. One token 
averred that “Henry Clay would carry the day,” but he didn’t; another 
alluded to him as “Harry of the West.” Still another calls him “the 
Mill Boy of the Slashes”; and so on. His defeat after such effort must 
have been a bitter pill. He was able to put into practical effect his 
saying that he would sooner be right than President. 

Only recently have I become interested in the temperance medals. 
I was surprised to have been able to accumulate over 100 distinct 
varieties of these within a few months, due chiefly to my having bought 
several good small collections. The temperance movement was com- 
menced in this country as far back as 1826, and in the years following 
the cause won thousands of adherents, and did remarkable work in 
repressing the mania for strong drink. Total abstinence was not required 
by the earliest temperance societies. All they demanded was abstinence 
from distilled spirits — whiskey, brandy, and rum. In 1840 The Wash- 
ington Temperance Society was formed, which required total abstinence. 
It is said that this movement reformed one hundred and fifty thousand 
drunkards. In 1846 the Maine Law, prohibiting the sale of intoxicants 
in the State of Maine, was passed. Later several other states enacted 
similar laws, the result being that drunkenness has greatly decreased 
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and has quite lost a respectability which it once possessed. I mean to 
take up this matter with the leading temperance societies with a view 
to getting some help, and possibly some new tokens, with a view to 
printing some sort of a work on the subject. I regret I have neither my 
collection of these here nor the time to go into some of the most inter- 
esting varieties. 

It does seem to me that a single book on the Civil War Tokens is 
almost too much to attempt. This matter could be simplified by treating 
in separate volumes the following: 

The Cards of New York, or New York City. 

The Cards of Pennsylvania. 

The Cards of Cincinnati. 

And the cards of several other states whose issue was unusually 
large. One of the greatest difficulties the compiler of such works would 
come against would be the mulings. These tokens were muled almost 
endlessly. The publication of satisfactory works on the Civil War tokens 
and cards is not a simple or inexpensive matter. As to their price at 
present, even the rare ones, except the silver ones, command very little 
comparatively. As to their rarity, very few are come across which bear 
the dates of 1861 or 1862, and these should be considered rare. The 
greater number bear the dates 1863 and 1864. As to the Civil War tokens, 
these show varied qualities in degree of medallic workmanship. Few of 
them rise above the average of the Jackson token. A great deal more 
could be written on the subject of American tokens than can be written 
on American coins of the regular series. Your token historiographer can 
write interestingly or talk interestingly on this subject long after the 
subject of the regular coinage issues of the United States had been 
exhausted. 

Interesting articles could be written on the American die-sinkers 
alone; another could be written on the types used on Civil War tokens. 
In regard to Civil War tokens, Mr. Adams will tell you that a very large 
volume could be written on that subject alone. 

Some of the engravers of Civil War tokens were John Stanton, 
W. K. Lanphear, James Murdock, Jr., Gregg G. Wright, H. Johnston, 
and W. Johnston, all of Cincinnati; A. J. Henning, Smith & Hartman, 
Bridgens, Horter, Roloff, and others of New York City; A. Gleason, 
Hillsdale, Mich.; J. H. Merriam of Boston; A. Childs of Chicago. There 
were others in Philadelphia, Louisville, and elsewhere. Among the 
numerous tokens which are fairly rare and which may be mentioned 
especially as being of considerable interest are the following: 

The Rathbone & Fitch token, view of Castle Garden, is one of the 
most interesting, and one of the rarest, and bears the rare early date 
of 1825. In the field is an eagle holding a scroll, bearing E. Pluribus 
Unum. It is stated only two specimens are known. I had the honor to 
possess one, which is now in the collection of Mr. F. C. C. Boyd. 

Of the Ricketts Circus token, I have found references to copies in 
both bronze and in silver, sold in the Mickley sale. Lots 2640 and 2641, 
respectively. Mr. J. N. T. Levick, known to most of us, and one of the 
oldest collectors of coins in this city, issued quite a series while he was 
with Woodgate & Company of 904 Broadway. These represented a 
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smoker, two pipes crossed, etc., but he muled the tokens with many 
other obverses and reverses, destroying or mutilating most of them to 
affect their rarity. He died about five years ago. He was a Lieutenant 
in the Seventh Regiment, I think. 

Bleecker Street seems to have been quite a thoroughfare for coin 
dealers. E. Hill was located at No. 6, while Curtis was at No. 83. 

A most interesting card, one of which I have with me this evening, 
was one by Bale, bearing a bust of Franklin, issued by B. Hooks, of 
Broome Street. This token is mentioned by Woodward as a great rarity. 

The Edward Rahming card, reading “Long Island,” is very rare. 

William Rutter, a gentleman of Boston, seemed to be of a musical 
turn of mind, and mixed business with pleasure, and the sublime with 
the ridiculous, by advertising that he sold “Songs and Ballads, and at 
the same time paid “cash for rags.” This token Woodward listed as the 
rarest piece offered in one of his sales.

The Feuchtwanger token issued at 2 Cortland Street, this City, which 
must be of excessive rarity, and reads “American Silver Composition.”

The subject of American tokens could not possibly be covered or 
even well outlined in a paper such as I have read this evening. They 
form a subject which should be thoroughly exploited by both word and 
pen. They have a vital relation to our country’s history. Their educa- 
tional value alone should serve to put them into high favor with all 
collectors of Americana. I hope the older collectors will revive their 
interest in them, and that the younger collectors will form a better 
acquaintance with them and with the men and events they commemo- 
rate. Let us not fall under the spell of the tendency to collect die-cracks, 
dates, error dies, and monotonous lines of dates of United States coins. 
We do not have to go any further to realize that we have in this subject 
of tokens a field of great interest, and great possibilities. Let us all 
make an effort to boost the American Token. 


SAXON MINTMARKS

HAIN Grossenhain Mint on Electoral kipper coins. Grossenhain, situated 
some fifteen miles northwest of Dresden, had also been a Saxon mint 
during the groschen period (14th and 15th centuries). 

HAUS GRIMMENSTAIN Mint in Grimmenstein Castle at Gotha on 1553 
schreckenbergers, the first coins to carry Johann Friedrich I’s new 
title ‘‘Born Elector,” which he accepted on being freed from captivity 
after having lost the electorate in 1547. 

Gotha, one of the chief cities in Thuringia, functioned as capital 
to one or another of the Saxon Lines almost continuously from 1263 
until 1918. The first recorded mintmasters there were GERBOTO and 
his son, HARTWIG, who held office intermittently from 1253 until 
1295. Gunther WILKOMM was one of the chief mint officials 1271-87, 
and was succeeded by his brother, Volmar WILKOMM, in the latter 
year. Another GUNTHER is listed as mintmaster in 1291. DITHMAR, 
an Alderman of Gotha, and one LUDWIG were mintmasters under 
Friedrich the Severe (1324-49). In 1343 yet another GUNTHER be- 
came mintmaster, and continued to serve under Wilhelm I (1382- 
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1407). Hans EBERHARD was master of the mint during portions of 
the reigns of Friedrich I and II, and Wilhelm III (1407-82). Heinrich 
MARTERSTECK was mintmaster circa 1463. 

The mint at Gotha was apparently closed shortly after 1482 when 
the death of Wilhelm III caused Thuringia to fall to Ernst and Al- 
brecht, founders of the two principal branches of the House of Wettin. 
It remained inactive until the 1553 issue was struck in Grimmenstein. 

The 1553 Gotha mintmaster is unidentified insofar as Saxon mint 
records are concerned. He might possibly have been Gregor (or 
Gregorius) AINKHUREN (EINKHYRN, EINHORN, etc.), who, 
according to Forrer, was mintmaster at Arnstadt, Gotha, and Saal- 
feld after (?) having served in the same capacity at Munden 1539-44, 
Goslar 1542, Cassel and Wernigerode 1544, and Stolberg 1545-49.

HB monogram Hans BINER (BIENER), mintmaster at Dresden 1556-1604. 

Biner was the first master of the mint at Dresden, established to 
replace the several mints of Annaberg, Buchholz, Freiberg, Schnee- 
berg, etc. 

H.D. Hubertus DONNIGKE, mintmaster at Eisenach from December 30, 
1693 until early the following year. From his departure until January 
28, 1700 Eisenach mint was idle; so idle, in fact, that the mint build- 
ing served as a home for the organist, Johann Christoph Bach, elder 
brother of Johann Sebastian Bach, in 1696.

H.E.A. Heinrich Ernst ANGERSTEIN at Coburg. See H.A. 

HELFRICHT Johann Friedrich Ferdinand HELFRICHT 1809-92, court med- 
alist at Gotha from 1831 onward. On coins of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 

HF HELFRICHT. See above. 

H.F.W. Heinrich Friedrich WERMUTH 1702-40, mint-engraver at Dresden 
1734-40. Wermuth, a son of Christian Wermuth of Gotha (C.W.), had 
worked under GENNARO at the Vienna mint 1727-34. 

H.H. or HH monogram Hildburghausen mint on the kipper coins of Saxe- 
Coburg, January through July, 1622. 

Hildburghausen, a town in South Thuringia, was the capital of 
the Duchy of Saxe-Hildburghausen 1680-1826. 
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Wolf FROMELL (Alchemical Symbol for Mercury, No. 45), under 
contract with the Coburg government, established the mint at Hild- 
burghausen in the summer of 1621. Owing to the press of work en- 
tailed by his other mints at Neustadt, Gotha, Gera, and Lobenstein, 
however, Fromell could not remain long at Hildburghausen. Oper- 
ation of the new mint was therefore left to his appointees, Hans 
BRAUER (DRAWER), mintmaster, Hans SAUERBREY, treasurer, 
and Zacharias WOLF a Muhlhausen goldsmith, warden, all of whom 
were installed on January 2, 1622. Only six months later, on July 22, 
1622, Hildburghausen mint was closed.

HHF monogram Hans (Johann) FRIESE, mintmaster at Goslar 1669-77 for 
Magdeburg-Saxe-Weissenfels. Goslar, a free imperial city in Hannover 
until 1802 when it was absorbed by Prussia, was chosen as a mintplace 
by August of Saxe-Weissenfels, Administrator of the Archbishopric of 
Magdeburg, after his mint at Halle was shut down in 1668 (See 
A.B.C.). Forrer states that Friese was mintmaster at Halle 1669-77, 
and at Gotha 1678, but since Halle had been closed for cause immedi- 
ately before he took office, and Georg Friedrich STAUDE was mint- 
master at Gotha 1677-80, both of these entries would seem to be in 
error. Neither Friese’s HHF nor his auxiliary mark, IHF monogram, 
appear on coins of Saxe-Gotha. 

HHI monogram Hans Heinrich JACOB, acting mintmaster at Saalfeld 
1620-22. 

During the Kipper Period two separate mints existed in Saalfeld. 
The first of these, of course, was the Upper Saxon Circle Mint which 
had been in operation since the Middle Ages. This mint was known 
as the “Screw Press Mint,” in contrast to the secondary “Hammer 
Mint” which was established in 1620 by the Dukes of Saxe-Altenburg 
after the example of their cousins in Weimar. These last had installed 
a kipper mint in their capital in 1619. 

When the idea of debased coining on a large scale first occurred 
to the ducal government, overall authority for the project was offered 
to WOLF ALBRECHT the Elder (WA), the then Saalfeld mintmaster. 
Albrecht, either very scrupulous or very astute, declined. As a result 
he was promptly relieved of his duties. 

Through the machinations of Ducal Chamberlain Christoph Carl 
von BRANDENSTEIN, Hans JACOB, the Mansfeld mintmaster at 
Eisleben, was quickly patented as farmer of both the existing Saal- 
feld mint and the projected one. As a matter of course he was like- 
wise officially appointed Albrecht’s successor as mintmaster at Saal- 
feld. Despite this, Jacob spent little time in Saalfeld, probably because 
he rightly considered his position at Eisleben to be the more stable of 
the two, and left actual mint operation to various assistants including 
Georg MEINHOLD (G.M. or M.M.), David KAPPLAN, and his own 
son, Hans Heinrich JACOB. Young Jacob officially took over the 
hammer mint on December 17, 1620, and most Saalfeld kipper coins 
bear his mark. None is known with his father’s initials. 
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Less than two years later, the Kipper Period drew to a disastrous 
close, and Altenburg's rulers wistfully bethought themselves of Wolf 
Albrecht. A mintmaster with untarnished reputation was desperately 
needed to revive the confidence of the populace in the duchy’s mone- 
tary policies, badly shaken by recent events. Albrecht was accordingly 
recalled from Leutenberg where he had been marking time as 
Schwarzburg mintmaster, and installed in his old post at Saalfeld's 
screw press mint on August 23, 1622. Simultaneously, in a frenzy of 
“out of sight, out of mind,” the Saalfeld hammer mint disappeared. 

Hans Heinrich Jacob, left at loose ends, subsequently aided his 
father and Hans ZIESSLER (See “Three Hooks,” No. 56) to work the 
Breslau mint 1627-29, and served, again under Ziessler, as Wallen- 
stein’s mintmaster at Sagan 1629-31. 

h.I. Hildburghausen mint on pfennigs of Balthasar, Landgrave of Thurin- 
gia (1349-1406). 

H.I. 1. Hans JACOB, father of Hans Heinrich Jacob. The elder Jacob was 
mintmaster at Eisleben, Mansfeld prior to 1624, titular mintmaster at 
Saalfeld from December, 1619 through the summer of 1622, and mint- 
master at Dresden 1624-35, died January 24, 1635. In 1627 Jacob con- 
tracted to work the Breslau mint, together with his son, Hans Hein- 
rich Jacob, and his brother-in-law, Hans ZIESSLER. 

2. Hennig ILDERS, mintmaster at Bautzen 1666-67. 

Bautzen, a town in Upper Lusatia (Lausitz), was the site of a 
mint erected by “Bergrat” Jonas ZIPFEL in 1666 to strike Electoral 
Saxon coins on the kreuzer standard for Lusatia. In the following year, 
after the Convention of Zinna (1667), Bautzen mint was closed. Zipfel, 
farmer of Bautzen mint, established and farmed a mint at Leipzig in 
1669. 

H.I.W. Hans Jacob WOLRAB, medalist and coin engraver, born at Ratisbon 
1633, died at Nurnberg 1690. 

Wolrab, a pupil of the die-engraver Christoph RITTER, settled in 
Nurnberg in 1662. He was appointed mintmaster and warden to Bran- 
denburg- Ansbach in 1673, and was named mintmaster (and/or mint- 
engraver) in the Franconian Circle Mint at Nurnberg in the same or 
the following year. This latter post he held until his death. Wolrab 
frequently engraved coin and medal dies for the Ernestine Saxon 
House. 

H.K. Hermann KAPPLAN (CAPPED, warden at the Saalfeld mint from 
before 1577 to about 1601. Died as warden at Coburg circa 1604. See 
“Hook,” No. 54. 

H.M. Heinrich (or Hennig) MULLER, mintmaster at Sondershausen 
(Schwarzburg) 1675-82, at Ellrich 1675-78, and at Gotha 1680-83. 

H.M.O. Hans (Johann) Matthias OBERMULLER, a citizen of Meiningen, 
mintmaster there 1714-17. He had previously been mintmaster at 
Eisenach for a few months, A.D. 1692. After 1717 Meiningen mint 
seems to have been closed, and all further coinage of the duchy was 
farmed out to the mints at Brunswick, Nurnberg, etc., until 1826 when 
Meiningen acquired Saalfeld. 

H.N. or HN monogram Hans NEUMANN, mintmaster at Schleusingen 
(Henneberg) 1550-53, Eisleben, Mansfeld 1554-55, and Schleusingen 
again 1555-69, according to Forrer. Bornemann states that Neumann, 
“the mintmaster at Schleusingen,” was commissioned to cut dies for a 
Coburg coinage in 1581 (See “Acorn and Lazy B,” No. 42). 

Neumann probably continued as mintmaster to Henneberg beyond 
Forrer’s date, although the county struck little, if any, currency after 
1569. In weighing the foregoing statement, one should remember 
that the House of Henneberg did not become extinct until 1583. In 
addition, Forrer lists Hans WEYRAUGH as Henneberg mintmaster at 
Ilmenau “circa 1575,” a further indication that some mint activity 
occurred after 1569 even though few coins have survived. 
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HOECKNER 1. Johann Wilhelm HOECKNER, medailleur, diesinker, and 
blacksmith of Dresden. On medals of Electoral Saxony 1702-33. Alter- 
nately I.W.H. 

2. Carl Wilhelm HOECKNER 1749-1820, medalist at Dresden. On 
medals of Electoral Saxony 1790-1819. 

H.P.G. Heinrich Peter GROSKOURT, Electoral Saxon and Royal Prussian 
Medailleur 1694-1734. 

HR monogram 1. Hans REINHARDT the Elder (Formerly thought to be 
Heinrich RIETZ), one of the best known engraver-medalists of the 
German Renaissance, was probably born at Wittenberg not later than 
1510. He settled in Leipzig not later than 1539, there married a widow 
of means, and after being apprenticed to TREUTTER, a goldsmith, 
became a “Meister" himself in 1547. Most of his medallic work dates 
from the period 1533-47, although one piece, allegedly attributable to 
him, stems from 1568. Reinhardt is said to have expired on January 
29, 1581. 

2. Hans REINHARDT the Younger, son of the foregoing, medalist at 
Leipzig circa 1582-1619, died 1622. 

H.S. 1. Hans SCHREIER, mintmaster at the Weimar kipper mint in Berka 
a.d. Ilm, January through summer, 1622. See B for mint history. 

2. Johann Heinrich SIEGEL, mintmaster at Eisenach. On Novem- 
ber 17, 1715 Johann Heinrich GOCKEL was named superintendent of 
the Eisenach mint, and Siegel, formerly warden of the Detmold mint 
in 1711, was made warden. Shortly afterward Siegel replaced Gockel 
as mintmaster, and Johann Albrecht BAHR (BAR) became warden. 
In early 1717 Siegel was accused of issuing light coin, arrested, and 
removed from office. Bahr succeeded him. 

HT monogram Hans TREUTTER, mintmaster of the Electoral kipper mint at 
Neustadt a.d. Orla in 1622. See N, which usually accompanies his 
mark. 

H.V.L. Herbart (or Heinrich) von LUNEN, a native of Oldenburg, mint en- 
graver at Dresden circa 1605-16, according to Forrer. In addition, 
Forrer states that Von Lunen continued to work as a private medalist 
in Dresden until about 1626 after being supplanted at the mint by 
KITZKATZ (See RNK). Forrer seems to have confused many of the 
details of Von Lunen’s life with those of Von RHENEN, the con- 
temporary Dresden mintmaster (See next listing). However great the 
confusion, investigation in other sources does corroborate the side-by- 
side existence of both individuals.

HVR monogram Heinrich von RHENEN, a native of Oldenburg, medalist and 
diecutter, worked as early as 1584 for Elector August of Saxony, and 
in the same year entered the service of Duke Johann Casimir of 
Coburg. In 1587 he was appointed diecutter in the Dresden mint. 

From 1597 until 1605 Von Rhenen was mintmaster at Coin on the 
Spree (Berlin), and in the latter year returned to Dresden as mint- 
master 1605-24. Forrer states that although Von Rhenen was a clever 
engraver, he employed other artists to cut coin dies for him during his 
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term in office at Dresden. Goetz remarks that he was “let go” early 
in 1624. Alternate mark “Swan,” No. 7. 

I. A. Julius ANGERSTEIN von Braunlage, mintmaster and engraver at 

Eisenberg 1692-1706, and at Querfurth circa 1710. On coins of Saxe- 
Eisenberg and Saxe-Querfurth-Weissenfels. 

Eisenberg, which had not been the site of a mint since the Kipper 
Period, achieved numismatic importance once again under Christian, 
fifth son of Ernst the pious of Saxe-Gotha. This prince inherited the 
town of Eisenberg and the lands surrounding it in the division of his 
father’s holdings in 1680. About 1692 he reestablished the mint in his 
capital, appointing Angerstein master. 

Duke Christian died without a direct successor in 1705, and his 
lands were absorbed by Saxe-Gotha-Altenburg. In consequence, the 
mint at Eisenberg was closed, A.D. 1706, and Angerstein was left at 
loose ends. Somewhat later he appears to have been named master 
of the Weissenfels mint at Querfurth, where he served at least during 
the year 1710. 

Forrer, however, asserts that Angerstein was mintmaster at 
Weissenfels itself “until 1710,” and fails to mention Querfurth at all. 
This is in line with his assignment of the previous ducal mintmaster, 
Samuel QUERFURT (S.Q.), to Weissenfels city, but does not seem to 
be in accordance with the facts. Firstly, Tentzel and other authori- 
ties maintain that both Angerstein and Querfurt worked in Quefurth, 
and secondly, Angerstein’s 1710 coinage styles Johann Georg only as 
Duke of Saxe-Querfurth. This last would seem to clinch the matter. 
Querfurth, by this time, had become the most important portion of 
the Weissenfels domain, and the currency in question, struck for it 
alone, would most logically have been produced in the capital city. 

I.A.B. Johann Albrecht BAHR (BAR), mintmaster at Goslar 1705, and 
Eisenach 1717-50. Bahr, who had been mintwarden at Eisenach prior 
to his promotion to master, continued in office through the anschluss 
with Weimar in 1741, through the amalgamation of the Weimar and 
Eisenach mints on the closure of the former mint in 1747, and finally 
died in September, 1750.

I.B. 1. Johann BUCHHEIM 1624-83, medalist at Breslau who worked 
between 1653 and his death (1683) for the Saxon court, the bishops 
and the city of Breslau, and the Dukes of Leignitz-Brieg. 

2. Johann BENSHEIMER, a medailleur who resided in Danzig until 
1674 when he was called to the Saxon Court. From that year until at 
least 1693 he lived in Dresden. Forrer states that Bensheimer is not be- 
lieved to have authored any Saxon medals prior to about 1683, which, 
if true, would make it impossible to confuse his work with that of 
BUCHHEIM above. However, the explanation seems too convenient 
to be true. 

3. Johann BONHORST, mintmaster at Gotha circa 1650. Although 
the coinage of Saxe-Gotha bears no mintmark from this date until 
1671, there is little doubt that the Gotha mint, unique in Ernst the 
Pious’ territory, operated during the intervening years. 

4. Johann BENICKE, mintmaster at Warsaw 1811-30. On coins of the 
Grand Duchy of Warsaw and the Kingdom of Poland. 

I.C. Johann Ernst CROLL at Dresden 1778-1804. See I.E.C. or C. 
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Saxe-Gotha-Altenburg. 2 groschen 1691 


I.C.B. Johann Christoph BAHR, formerly mintmaster at Goslar 1663-68, and 
at Klettenberg in the service of the Count of Hohenstein, 1682, was 
brought to Walkenried in August, 1688, by Friedrich I of Gotha- 
Altenburg to establish a mint there. Walkenried, a princely abbey, 
had been purchased by Ernst the Pious, Friedrich’s father, from 
Brunswick in 1674 for 165,000 thalers, and Friedrich had decided to 
make it pay for itself by utilizing a half-forgotten mint right. 

Immediately after Walkenried mint opened, Rudolf August and 
Anton Ulrich of Brunswick entered a violent protest, alleging that the 
mint right had not been included in the bargain when the property 
was sold and therefore did not belong to Gotha. This protest, no 
doubt motivated by the brothers’ desire to stem the flow of debased 
Walkenried currency entering Brunswick, availed not at all against 
Friedrich of Gotha’s obstinacy. The mint went right on striking poor 
coin. At last the Brunswickers’ patience snapped, and on May 29, 
1689, a detachment of Wolfenbuttel troops under Major PRIGGE 
seized Walkenried mint, carrying away everything portable. Unpre- 
pared for war, Friedrich could only bluster, which he did until his 
death in 1691. 

With his bullion and machinery gone, Bahr became a problem to 
Gotha, solved apparently by appointing him co-master of the Gotha 
mint 1690-91. Meanwhile, after Friedrich’s death, his two brothers, 
who served as regents for his two minor sons, were more amenable 
to reason, and settled the dispute with Brunswick on the basis of a 
partial refund of Walkenried’s purchase price. Bahr seemingly looked 
to his own welfare during the negotiations, and was installed two 
years later as mintmaster in Wolfenbuttel. 

I.C.D. Johann Christoph DURR, mintmaster at Erfurt 1673-76, at Weimar 
1677-84. On coins of Mainz 1675-77, and Saxe-Weimer 1677-79. 

I.C.E. Johann Christian EBERHARD, mintmaster at Saalfeld 1755-65, and 
at Bayreuth 1765-68. 

I.C.F. 1. Initials of an unknown on coins of Saxe-Weimar 1668. Unlisted by 
Forrer. 

2. Johann Carl FALKNER of Nurnberg, mintmaster at Darmstadt 
1681, Breuberg-Schillingfurst 1685, and at Eisenach 1692-93. 

Although the consternation engendered by Commissioner Von 
KURZROCK’s foray subsided rapidly (See “Lozenge Shaped Leaf,’’ 
No. 39), Eisenach mint did not reopen until August 1, 1692. On that 
date Johann Matthias OBERMULLER (See H.M.O.) was appointed 
mintmaster, Andreas WOLFRAM of Nordhausen became silver buyer 
and assistant mintmaster, while Falkner, most recently in charge of 
Unkerode Mine, was named mint administrator. On November 22, 
1692, before any coins had been struck, Falkner replaced Obermuller 
as mintmaster. He retained the post until autumn of the succeeding 
year. 

I.C.K. 1. Johann Christoph KOCH, diesinker at Gotha 1706-42. 

2. Johann Christian KNAUST, warden at Saalfeld 1764, mintmaster 
there 1765-94. 

Saalfeld mint continued to operate from 1794 to 1803, but the 
time lag, if any, between Knaust and his successor, LOWEL (L.), 
cannot be determined owing to the absence of mintmarks on Saalfeld 
coins of the period. 
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I.C.S. 1. Johann Christoph STAUDE (STAUDT), mintmaster at Weimer 
1684-87, at Erfurt 1690-91. 

2. Initials on a 1712 Saalfeld coin. While this might be Staude, the 
possibility that he reappeared after a twenty-one year absence seems 
remote. 

I.D.B. Johann David BILLERT, Prussian mintmaster at Dresden 1756-60 
during Friedrich the Great’s occupation of Saxony. From 1750 until 
1756 Billert was warden of the mint at Brunswick, and he returned 
there as mintmaster in 1760 after leaving Dresden. On coins of Sax- 
ony 1757-58, Saxe-Meiningen (struck at Brunswick) 1760. Alternate 
mark: B.

I.E.C. Johann Ernst CROLL, born April, 1756, became assistant mintmaster 
at Dresden in February, 1778, and succeeded his father, Ernst Diet- 
rich Croll, as mintmaster there in December of the same year. J. E. 
Croll died in office March 20, 1804. 

I.E.G. GRAUL or GRAUEL. See next listing. 

I.E.K. Johann Esaias KRAUEL (GRAUEL), mintmaster at Eisenach 1689. 

Eisenach mint was reopened in 1689, during the reign of Johann 
Georg II of Saxe-Eisenach, after having been abandoned for sixty- 
seven years. Johann Georg's first step was the appointment of Georg 
Heinrich GULDENMUNDT as ducal finance officer (Landrentmeister) 
early in the year. Guldenmundt, in turn, named Krauel, a citizen of 
Erfurt, as master of the projected mint. 

In July, after coining began, it was discovered that the gulden 
which Krauel was striking were light. He and the Landrentmeister 
were removed from office at once, and the latter was imprisoned for 
a time. Daniel EBERLIN was appointed in Guldenmundt’s stead, but 
with the title of mint-administrator. 

Despite Krauel’s record, he later became mintmaster to the 
Princes of Anhalt 1692-93. 

I.F.oF. Johann Friedrich O’FERAL, mintmaster at Leipzig 1763-64. O’Feral 
was a son of the deceased Dresden mintmaster, Friedrich Wilhelm 
O’Feral. In 1764 Leipzig mint was permanently closed. 

I.F.S. Johann (or Jacob) Friedrich STIELER 1729-90, a native of Reinsdorf 
in the Hartz Mountains, diesinker at Guben 1751-55, at Dresden 
1755-90. 

Guben, a town in Lower Lusatia some thirty miles southeast of 
Frankfort-am-Oder, served as a mintplace for Polish copper scheide 
munze during the reign of Friedrich August II circa 1753-55.

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“TRIAL PIECE DESIGNED FOR U. S. CENT 1792”

John J. Ford’s “Odds and Ends” article in the August, 1949, 
Numismatist made extensive comments on pieces bearing the above 
inscription on their reverses, which had long been claimed to be impres- 
sions from authentic experimental dies for cents. Mr. Ford said that 
these were instead from dies of the 1816 revenue stamps, resurrected by 
Dr. M. W. Dickeson forty-odd years later and muled by him with a die 
broadcasting the odd idea that they were for 1792 cent patterns, under 
which claim they had been sold for exorbitant prices. What little is 
known of them has had to be sifted out of a mass of theories and con- 
jectures; Mr. Ford’s informants evidently based their published state- 
ments on some of the latter. 

Dr. Montroville Wilson Dickeson (“a Burton Holmes of the 1850’s” 
— Time, Nov. 7, 1949), author of probably the first attempt at a compre- 
hensive monograph on American coinages, apparently derived his idea 
that these dies were 1792 products from the resemblance of one of them 
(Obverse A) to the reverse device of the Mint pattern of that year known 
as the Eagle Cent (AW12)— see bottom of right-hand column of the 
page of 1792 patterns in the standard Catalogue. Dickeson illustrated 
the latter and Obv. A side by side in his Manual, as Nos. 12 and 13 of 
Plate XIII. The devices are certainly alike but of greatly different 
execution. Obverse A being quite crude. For a long time afterwards, 
as a result (since Dickeson was the only person to publish any opinion 
about them), it was taken for granted that all the dies of this series 
were authentic Mint products of 1792: a consequence of probably one 
of the more understandable of Dickeson’s errors.

There are four obverses of the same general pattern, as follows: 

Obverse A. Eagle on upper segment of globe. Rude. Size 16 !4, American 
scale. 

B. Eagle grasping U.S. shield in talons. Size 19^, as are C and D. 

C. Eagle standing on a rock. 

D. Eagle on sinister half of a U.S. shield. 

Reverse, inscription TRIAL PIECE./DESIGNED FOR/ UNITED STATES/ 
CENT./ 1792 

Unfamiliarity with the various dies, plus heavy rust on Obv. D, has 
caused misidentification before. The distinguishing points may be noted 
thus: Obv. A is smaller than the others and the globe shows latitude 
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and longitude marks. Obv. D shows stripes of the shield, and when 
rusted is sometimes mistaken for Obv. C which shows no stripes. When 
impressions of the other two obverses in sufficiently good shape can be 
obtained, they will be illustrated in a future issue together with those 
shown here, for permanent reference. 


Impressions of the following kinds have been reported: 

1. Obv. A. Uniface. Copper. Crude. Rare. 

2 . Obv. B. Uniface. Copper. One reported in white metal. 

3. Obv. B. Rev. inscription, as noted. Copper and white metal. 

4. Obv. C. Uniface. Copper. 

6. Obv. C. Rev. inscription. Copper and white metal. 

6. Obv. D. Rev. inscription. Copper and white metal. 

Nos. 3, 5 and 6, with Dickeson’s inscription on reverse, usually come 
in copper; planchets are thick and thin, sometimes bronzed. The white 
metal impressions sometimes come silverplated ; all show much rust on 
the dies (more than on the copper specimens) — therefore these were 
struck later. The uniface impressions appear very infrequently; all seen 
are from almost perfect dies. No. 2, in white metal, I know only from 
its description by David Proskey as Lot 1009 of the (1890) Robert Coul- 
ton Davis collection. 

Generally, all four dies are seen in good shape — little rust or other 
damage. Some of the copper impressions (Adams says these were struck 
on a hand press) show a proof -like surface. Later copper and all white 
metal ones seen show increasing degrees of rust marks and breaks. 
Adams illustrated two and described five of the above six varieties in 
the May, 1912, Numismatist, p. 186; the piece he illustrates under 
description of my No. 5 is actually No. 6 — apparently he was not aware 
of the difference. What seem to be the specimens he illustrated then 
are again shown here with correct captions, as Nos. 3 and 6 of the above 
list. They were presented to ANS by Howland Wood, and were listed as 
official U. S. patterns. Nos. 7B and 7C in the Hewitt and Green Price 
Catalogue of U, S, Patterns (1940). The No. 3 illustrated is silverplated; 
the No. 6 is copper (described by Hewitt and Green as having what I 
call Obv. C). No. 7A in the Hewitt and Green publication was another 
No. 6, i.e. Obv. D, so described, in copper proof and was sold by Elder in 
Sept. 1937 as “among first U. S. patterns.” Dickeson illustrated the 
uniface Obvs. A and B as Nos. 12 and 15 on his Plate XIII ; is no edition 
of his manual did he ever mention the restrikes with his inscription. 

I have never seen No. 4, uniface — description is from Adams, though 
one is recorded as early as 1862. All the other varieties are obtainable 
usually except No. 1, though they are infrequently offered. The dies in 
ascending order of rarity of impressions are thus: B, C and D, A. The 
uniface pieces are much rarer than those with Dickeson’s inscription. 
One of the commonest of the latter reportedly brought $16.25 in the 
Neil sale (1947). 

All have appeared in sales since the early sixties. Nos. 1 and 2 are 
dated by their appearance in the 1859-60 Dickeson manuals. No. 3 has 
a lot of records since around 1868. Bangs & Co. sold a No. 4 as Lot 1034 
of the W. A. Lilliendahl collection. May 26, 1862 — the only record of 
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this piece besides its mention in Adams’s article. No. 5, in copper, 
appeared in the Benjamin Haines sale (Jan. 19, 1863) ; in white metal, 
one was in Cogan’s sale of the Dr. Edwards collection, Oct. 1865. Lot 
720 of the Lilliendahl sale of Dec. 15, 1863, was a No. 6 so desc^’ibed. 
And in Cogan’s catalogue of the Col. M. I. Cohen collection (1875) lot 
383 is described as a uniface impression of Dickeson’s reverse die with 
the inscription, in copper. This piece does not appear again in any sales, 
nor have I seen it. 

There exist also some mules with obverse of the 1805 half eagle (or 
a close copy?). If reports are accurate, these come with Obverses B, C 
and D, all in copper. I know them only from descriptions, for which see 
the following: (a) Patterns, Woodin loan, ANS Exhibit of U. S. and 
Colonial Coins, 1914 catalogue; (b) Lot 2597 of Mehl’s 1948 catalogue 
of the King Farouk et al. collections; (c) No. 960, page 61, Numismatic 
Gallery Monthly, July-August, 1951. There is no other information about 
them available, and no early records. 

The very paucity of verifiable information about these pieces, i.e. 
Nos. 1-6, has led to all manner of conjecture about them. Dr. Dickeson 
apparently considered the uniface impressions. Nos. 1-2, authentic and 
original. I quoted Elder above; S. S. Crosby on p. 370 of “Early Coins 
of America” described my Nos. 3 and 5, and commented that they were 
evidently modern impressions, although “the obverse dies may have been 
cut at the time claimed for them.” The Chapman brothers (in their 
May 1885 catalogue. Lot 1084) said that the obverse of that lot was 
from an original die of the period. 

An opinion diverging from the above is found in R. Coulton Davis’s 
series in the 1885 Coin Collectors* Journal, describing the Mint patterns. 
Of his Nos. 9-10-11 (respectively my Nos. 5, 1 and 2) he says (without 
questioning their Mint origin) that these may have been designed for 
government revenue seals instead of coins. The similar opinion quoted 
without inverted commas by Mr. Ford was apparently from the 1909 
Zabriskie catalogue, where the cataloguer said that all of these were 
restrikes “of Dickeson’s manufacture, from old rusted dies which almost 
certainly were for 1816 revenue stamps, although it is possible that 
Dickeson may have had other evidence which led him to place the above 
inscription {i.e., TRIAL PIECE etc.) on the reverses of these pieces.” 
Dickeson’s “other evidence” was presumably the similarity of devices 
between Obverse A and the reverse of AW12, which latter was certainly 
a 1792 product. 

Herewith now the really unexpected material: S. H. Chapman (in 
the 1910 Lambert catalogue, lot 712) quoted Dickeson to the effect that 
the obverse dies were found amongst discarded Mint dies. (In Wood- 
ward’s Feb. 1885 catalogue of the E. B. Wight collection, there appears 
the statement that the dies were still extant in that year.) I think this 
poses no difficulty whatever to the Davis-Chapman theory that they were 
revenue stamp dies of the 1816 period. Indeed, if they actually are, then 
they can be definitely given a Mint origin and the engraver named — 
Adam Eckfeldt. This conclusion comes from the following document in 
the Archives (Director’s files of correspondence. Record Group 104, 
Treasury Section, National Archives, Washington 25, D. C.): 
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Treasury Dept. Revenue Office 
August 16, 1817 

Dear Sir, I have the pleasure of acknowledging the receipt of one die 
of five cents, two dies of fifty cents, two dies of seventy-five cents, and 
one die of One Dol. & a half. 

I have requested the Secretary of the Treasury to remit to Mr. Adam 
Eckfeldt seventy-two dollars, the amount of his bill therefor. 

Believe me to be, with cordial respect & regard

Robert Patterson Esqr

There was a previous letter from the Director dated August 3, 1817, 
transmitting the dies Mr. Eckfeldt had prepared, and his bill. I would 
quote it but for the fact it gives absolutely no further information. 
Unfortunately this letter refers to another one from “Sami Smith” which 
has not been located — evidently the original order for the stamp dies. 

Now I have heard of only one example anywhere of a trial impres- 
sion of one of the revenue dies of this kind (apparently not one of the 
six in question, but there may have been a dozen other orders for 
such dies made and executed — of which no trace remains). This was 
struck over an old large cent, the device being an eagle over a shield 
(compare Obverse B) with TEN CENTS above. It was Lot 659 of the 
(1890) Parmelee sale. (Will the owner of this piece please send it in 
for study and possible illustration?) 

Since the four dies of the present discussion — which Dickeson 
resurrected from Mint scrap iron — bear no mark of value, though they 
leave space for such above the devices, it is logical to suppose that 
Eckfeldt had intended them for a similar purpose, but that these were 
discarded patterns which never saw their intended purpose, having been 
left incomplete thus. I think this conclusion may well stand until more 
evidence comes to light. A welcome confirmation (or refutation), very 
much in order, would be for some reader to locate and show impressions 
of the authentic 1817 revenue stamps mentioned in the letter quoted; or 
indeed of any similar dies of the same period and purpose; here will be 
the only criterion of the truth or falsity of what has been said above.

“COL” which accounts for the rarity 
of this piece as mentioned by Duffield 
and Adams.

These coins were listed by Barnett 
in a supplementary article to his revi- 
sion of Hetrich and Guttag’s “Civil 
War Tokens’’ which appeared in the 
Numismatic Review, No. 8, as num- 
bers 2261A, and 2263 respectively. 
Both are of size 12 and struck in 
silver. 

They were discovered quite recently 
in the middlewest, and show entirely 
new die combinations of the Ingram 
tokens. Three other tokens are 
known of Ingram, listed in Hetrich 
and Guttag as coins 2260, 2261, and 
2262. They show the same obverse 
with a reverse similar to Reverse 2 
above, but with a smaller bow, an 
Indian head dated 1862, and the card 
of the die sinker who published the 
cards, J. A. Hughes of Cincinnati.

It 
is odd that neither Adams nor Wright 
give the size of this piece although 
Adams must have known the size, as 
this piece is listed as number 134 
“New York City and State Store 
Cards” published by the N.Y. Numis- 
matic Club in 1913. In this listing the 
N.Y. Numismatic Club’s listing is the 
reverse of the above while Wright 
and Adams list it as above. Wright 
gives no rarity while Adams says 
“Extremely rare.” 

The reverse of the above token is 
muled to the reverse of a Louis

68. The two reverses are identical and 
must have been struck from the same 
dies. The Kossuth piece was struck 
at the same time as the Johnson piece 
and the Kossuth piece shows some 
wear on the reverse die, as the John- 
son piece is very sharp and the letters 
thin, while the Kossuth piece shows 
slightly thicker letters, although the 
height size is the same.

California. 

Dwight Way is one of the main 
streets of Berkeley, and is contiguous 
to Oakland. The name on the token 
is incorrectly spelled as “Dwight 
Way” should be two words. Mr. 
Riegelman found in the old city direc- 
tories of the Oakland Public Library 
the “Dwight Way Home Bakery and 
Restaurant, 2109 Dwight Way.” It 
appears in the directories for 1895, 
1896, and 1897, but not in the direc- 
tories of 1894 or 1898. 

It further appears that the “dis- 
missed surmise” that the token was 
the work of Moise of San Francisco 
is very likely correct. 

This token can now be removed 
from the “locality unknown” group, 
and can be properly attributed to 
Berkeley, California.

The merchant’s tokens or store 
cards of the Danish West Indies are 
interesting in that they quite often 
carry the value expressed as “100,” 
“50,” “30,” etc. with the abbreviation 
“MEX,” “MEXIC,” or “MEXICAN,” 
“MEXICAN TOKEN” while their de- 
nomination is referred to as “CENTS.” 


ORIENTAL MONEY 

Oriental money, of larger range and more individuality than European, is 
worthy of more attention than it has received. The great branch of Moham- 
medan coinage is invaluable for a period of history when written records are 
often wanting or little to be trusted. Its decorative art has a charm in the 
finest work of the Shahs of Persia and the Indian Emperors, but rarely is it 
more than a delicate rendering of an ornamental writing. The inscriptions give 
the coins their true value, the dates and mints fixing the extent of a king’s 
dominion, or recording the fact that he actually exercised the royal prerogative 
of coining. These legends have a bearing on the differences of race and faith, 
and even of literature and manners. The western Arabs coined their money 
with elaborate religious formulas, the heretical Khalifs of the race of ’Aly used 
mystical inscriptions, the Persians, the Indian Emperors and the Afghans 
inscribed poetic couplets, hard to decipher, from the occasional disregard of 
the order of words, and difficult to interpret, from the high-flown phrases in 
which royalty turned the language well-called the Italian of the East. Despite 
the general absence of figures, the result of the law of the Koran, there are 
some notable exceptions, as in the Turkoman coinage of the age of the 
Crusades, and the famous zodiacal coins, of Jehangir and his still stranger 
Bacchanalian money, on which we see the emperor seated, holding the for- 
bidden wine-cup in his hand. 

Yet earlier in the origin than the Mohammedan coinage, the native money 
of India has, like it, survived to our time. Beginning with the interesting Indian 
coins of the Greek princes, the so-called Bactrian money, and the contemporary 
rude punch-marked square pieces of native origin, it passes into the gold 
currency of the Guptas with interesting mythological subjects, Greek, Roman, 
and Indian, including a representation of Buddha, and closes with the San- 
skritic money of our own time. Beyond India, China and the neighboring lands 
have their money as unlike that of the rest of the world as all else in the Far 
East, valuable alone for history, and for it most valuable; and curious for the 
occasional departure from the forms which we associate with the idea of 
coined money.

Book Reviews 

NUMISMATISCHE ZEITSCHRIFT, Vienna, 1951. Volume 74 is now on 
hand, as good as always. This time the official annual of the Austrian Numis- 
matic Society offers 5 major articles on ancients, chiefly Roman, two medieval, 
and four on medals, strangely enough. Robert Goebl continues the systematic 
catalogue of Roman coins in the Pink manner for Valerian and Gallienus, 
and Guido Bruck shows how wooden tools are represented as mint marks on 
Roman coins. Professor Pink himself treats of Celtic coins in Austria. Book 
reviews of all important numismatic works, and three plates follow, the 
latter not as good as in former years. — H. W. HOLZER. 

ITALIA NUMISMATICA. Oscar Rinaldi of Casteldario near Mantua, 
Italy, is the spiritual and financial father of this new, ambitious monthly, 
which always contains interesting articles and publications of new numismatic 
discoveries in all branches of collecting. 

BERLINER NUMISMATISCHE ZEITSCHRIFT. No. 5 and No. 6 
(1951). Alfred Mamroth’s illustrated article on the Coin portraits of Queen 
Cleopatra leads off this increasingly better monthly published in embattled 
Berlin under difficult circumstances but with remarkable results. Heinrich 
Duelling reports a hitherto unknown denarius of Domitius Domitianus. In 
No. 6, Dr. Keller treats a medieval theme of Bavarian interest, the mint at 
Tiengen in Klettgau, Dr. Werner Piesold writes on the coins of Denmark’s 
Colonies, and the balance of the publication contains report of hoards, finds, 
new coins, book reviews and the minutes of the Berlin Numismatic Society 
meetings. 

MITTEILUNGEN DER OESTERREICHISCHEN NUMISMATISCHEN 
GESELLSCHAFT. No. 3 of volume VII (Vienna, 1951) of the Austrian 
Society’s monthly bulletin is notable chiefly for the publication by Dr. Herbert 
Hoellersberger, of a hitherto unknown, or rather additional, antoninian of 
Empress Druantilla. — H. W. HOLZER. 

Volume 1: “Monetary lines of 
demarkation in Westphalia-Upper Weser territory during the later Middle 
Ages” by Dr. Peter Berghaus, promising Hamburg numismatist and close 
associate as well as pupil of the celebrated Professor Haevernick. This illus- 
trated 110 page book is strongly recommended only to students of an advanced 
type, but those who are, or feel they might be, will find it the last word on a 
difficult and obscure medieval series. 

Vol. 2: “The Breisgau Pfennig and its mints,” by Dr. Friedrich Wielandt. 
This second volume in the new series of Hamburg Museum monographs — a 
great series, incidentally — is a highly concentrated study of the lowly Breisgau 
silver penny, another favorite topic among medieval specialists. It is done 
with the legendary German meticulous attention to detail and not recom- 
mended to beginners, but then it was never intended as such. Dr. Weilandt 
is the leading numismatic scholar in the state of Baden. — H. W. HOLZER. 

1952 CATALOGUE OF CANADIAN COINS, TOKENS & FRACTIONAL 
CURRENCY is the title of a new booklet published by Canada Coin Exchange, 
Toronto, Canada. $1.50. 

It illustrates the early tokens and the types of all coins since 1858 of the 
Provincial and Dominion issues, as well as the coins and tokens of Newfound- 
land, recently made Canada's tenth province. 

Highlights of the coinage are included at the front of the booklet, followed 
by fifteen plates, which in turn are followed by valuations for v.g., F., v.f., and 
unc., and mint lists. Among the illustrations are enlargements of the 1859 over 
8 large cent, sovereign with the “C” mint mark and dot coinage of 1936. 

Illustrations of the modern coins do not show up as well as the cuts of 
the tokens, but since most collectors are more familiar with the modern pieces 
this does not materially detract from the booklet. 

Prices, which are governed by recent auction sales, show substantial 
increases over previously published lists. — N.B.M. 
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GOODRICH, L. CARRINGTON. A BRONZE BLOCK FOR THE PRINT- 
ING OF CHINESE PAPER CURRENCY. In: Museum Notes IV, American 
Numismatic Society, N.Y., 1950. pp. 127-130, 3 plates. 

This is the first publication in English of the bronze plates from which one 
variety of the paper currency of the Chinese Mongol Emperor Kublai Khan 
was made. 

Far from being the “sole block of this date (sic) (period) to have come 
to public attention until the current year," the one described is one of six 
which were unearthed in Peking on the site of what is said to have been the 
Yuan treasury. Four examples were disposed of to Chinese collectors and two 
have been in the United States for over ten years. The one described and 
offered by a now deceased New York dealer for a fabulous price failed to 
find a purchaser and is now back in California in its non-numismatic owner's 
possession. The second is in a well known collector’s Chinese numismatic 
cabinet, and an ink rubbing of the plate is before me as I write. Its details 
do not differ appreciably from the impression figured in this article, although 
it is my understanding that this block is somewhat warped while the second 
plate is in much better condition, being quite fiat and undistorted. 

The two plates, which are erroneously described it is believed, as “ink 
squeezes" (M) and (L) are merely inked impressions of the plates. The term 
“ink squeeze" seems to have no dictionary authority and is misleading, to say 
the least; although it is sometimes used to indicate ink rubbings of epigraphic 
inscriptions, coins, etc. However, these appear in the impressions exactly like 
they appear in the object from which they were taken, and not reversed as 
in these examples. — H. F. BOWKER

With the increased rates in 
parcel post charges, I am wondering 
how many members will feel like 
paying the heavy parcel post charges 
on books going back and forth from 
Seattle and such points as the eastern 
coast of the U. S. 

I know from personal experience, 
having loaned some books a few times 
since I joined this society in 1945, that 
the cost of getting them then from 
Wichita, Kans., seemed rather pro- 
hibitive. By adding another dollar 
more or so, I could have gone out and 
bought at least one of the books out- 
right. 

It would seem to me that the A.N.A. 
library should be centrally located so 
that the expense of sending books 
back and forth (which is borne by 
the lender) could be more or less 
equalized.

In my article. Glittering Golden 
Guineas, October, 1951, on page 1105, 
in footnote 10, is an unfinished bit of 
business. Word now comes from 
Walter Yust, Editor of Enc. Brit., 
which clears it up. George I of Eng- 
land was in fact Arch-Treasurer of 
the Holy Roman Empire in 1710 
(before he became king of England). 
The treasurership was resumed by the 
Palatinate in 1714 and held by the 
latter until 1777. It was returned to 
the Hanoverian line again in 1778. 
The designation A.TH., or A.T., how- 
ever, remained on the coinage of Eng- 
land through all of the intervening 
years from 1714 to 1800. The four- 
year tenure-in-fact was the basis of 
asserted claims through 64 years of 
non-tenure.

4-1914-D, 1-1922, and 3 - 1931-S.”

The New Netherlands Coin Company 

Establishes New Auction Records 

The recent (October 5th) public 
auction sale by the New Netherlands 
Coin Company featured a splendid 
collection of obsolete paper currency 
as Part II of the D. C. Wismer estate. 
The majority of the notes offered were 
from Pennsylvania, although several 
other states were represented. While 
several of the rare items realized only 
nominal prices, many lots sold for 
record amounts. Bills of the Bank of 
the United States, the original gov- 
ernment depository, were in particular 
demand. A $10 item, dated 1834, signed 
by Nicholas Biddle, sold for $11. A 
“Proof’’ $1,000 note realized $24 while 
a similar lot of the same denomina- 
tion, issued for circulation, brought 
$25. An exceedingly rare $3,000 bill 
sold for $32.50 and a rare $5,000 note 
realized $37.50. The latter were prob- 
ably the highest denomination obso- 
lete bank notes ever offered at public 
sale. Generally speaking, it seems 
evident that a great part of the inter- 
est indicated for obsolete paper is 
based upon sentimental or local 
appeal rather than rarity. 

A number of 1794 Large Cents 
offered in the same sale attracted a 
great deal of interest and activity. 
The various varieties, many of which 
were quite rare, were carefully cata- 
loged and included several specimens 
from the original Dr. Hall collection. 
Dr. Sheldon, the noted authority on 
the Large Cent series, was in attend- 
ance as were many of the country’s 
better known specialists. An about 
uncirculated Hays #3 opened on the 
floor at $72.50 and after spirited bid- 
ding was knocked down at $170. A 
very fine example of Hays #8, the 
famous “Starred Reverse’’ variety, 
opened at $187 and was Anally sold at 
$225. The Hall Hays #20, considered 
one of the finest known specimens, 
realized $165. A superb example of 
Hays #35, undoubtedly the finest 
impression extant, was sold for $205. 
This was a record price for the variety 
which was conservatively estimated 
by the catalogers for $125. Of the 
thirty-eight 1794 Cents offered, all but 
four lots were sold to floor bidders 
after exciting competition. 

Almost all of the varied material 
offered realized good prices. Unusual 
interest was reflected by the interest 
in the Colonial series and the regular 
U. S. material. The New York Arm 
seemed highly confident of a con- 
tinued trend towards a “Bull’’ market 
and indicate that they are preparing 
for a busy fall and winter season.

Cities and States continue the old 
custom of having their seals, as do 
some individuals. This has developed 
into the “science” of Heraldry and Gene- 
alogy. We find many coins that have as

HAWTHORNE COIN CLUB - Meeting 
held October 5, with 47 attending.

Colonel James W. Curtis gave an 
interesting talk on the “Evolution of 
Money and Exchange.’’ 

Col. Curtis began ' with the earliest 
caveman times pointing out that no 
money was needed at all, as each per- 
son provided for his own needs. As it 
became apparent that some were better 
able to perform certain tasks than 
others, a system of barter developed in 
which excess goods were traded for 
goods made by others. 

Then certain goods, such as cattle, 
became the medium of exchange, acquir- 
ing certain values, instead of all kinds 
of goods being used in payment. This 
eventually evolved into using pieces of 
metal, instead of these certain commodi- 
ties, and later on, these pieces of metal 
were stamped by a merchant, or a ruler. 
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Money as we know it today was first 
developed in Lydia in the 7th Century 
B.C., and started about the same time 
also in China and India, spreading 
throughout the world. Certain coins 
developed as standards over wide areas, 
outside the issuing country, such as the 
Greek tetradrachm, and the Roman 
denarius. Much confusion resulted when 
the Roman Empire fell, so that even- 
tually many tiny principalities began 
issuing their own coinage which was 
used locally, but they were never 
enough. 

Later, the Spanish 8 reales, or pieces 
of 8, came into widespread use, includ- 
ing the American colonies. The British 
Sierra Leone Company was the first to 
actually use the word “Dollar” in coin- 
age, which was a corruption of the 
Joachimsthaler. When the American 
colonies broke away from Britain, they 
patterned their coinage after the Span- 
ish system, rather than the British. 

In order to establish American trade 
in the Orient, the U.S. issued the Trade 
Dollar. There was a period when there 
was a shortage of coins, which brought 
about the practice of overstriking the 
coins of other countries. There is a 
marked difference in the appearance of 
coins issued after the introduction of 
steam methods about 1840. 

Special purpose, or Commemorative, 
coins, were in use occasionally in early 
times, but were not developed until 
recent times. Outstanding examples are 
German and United States coins. Maundy 
money is distributed each year by the 
King of England to aid impoverished 
people, as an act of charity. 

The subject of counterfeiting was 
touched upon, and the curious fact was 
brought out that in some cases, coun- 
terfeit coins have a higher bullion value 
than the genuine coinage, due to most 
coins containing less bullion than the 
stated value of the coin.

Featuring the program for the evening 
was Kenneth W. Lee of Glendale, who 
gave a most interesting talk on Medals 
and Decorations. He traced the custom 
of decorating persons as a mark of 
recognition for deeds of distinction or 
extraordinary services back to early 
European and Oriental civilizations. The 
ancient Greeks and Romans made much 
of ceremonies at which they crowned 
their heroes with wreaths of laurel. 
These wreaths became a syrnbol of 
honor and we still have them displ^ed 
on medals and decorations to this day. 

At first, medals and decorations were 
given mainly for military service, but 
later they were also presented for civil 
service. During the middle ages the 
custom was adopted by religious orders 
and orders of chivalry. Thus we fin^d 
countless numbers and varieties of med- 
als and decorations covering a wide 
field of activities and events which have 
been issued during the centuries since 
early Greek and Roman times. This 
affords a great wealth of material for 
the collector and student of this subject. 

Exhibiting the well-known Purple 
Heart medal, given as a military decora- 
tion to American soldiers, the speaker 
explained that this was the first Amer- 
ican medal issued and that it was origi- 
nated by General George Washington 
during the Revolutionary War. It was 
not used again until World War II. The 
most famous American medal is the 
Congressional Medal of Honor, a mili- 
tary decoration. The most noted Amer- 
ican medal given for civil service is the 
Presidential Medal. , ^ , 

In conclusion the speaker pointed out 
that many of the most important medals 
have little intrinsic value. As an 
example he cited the Congressional 
Medal of Honor whose appearance is 
rather common. The value of this medal 
rests in what it represents, devotion to 
country beyond the call of duty. It is 
not the medal itself, but what it stands 
for, that makes the study and collecting 
of these items so interesting. 
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After giving speaker Lee a big hand 
for his splendid address, the president 
recessed the meeting for refreshments 
and then the usual auction of coins 
under the hammer of Auctioneer Joe 
Steele.
